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A GREAT VICTORY 
obtained by Sir William Bruertons For- 


ces, againſt the Weſtmerland Forces, ar 
Malpeſſe in Cheſhire, Auguſt 26, 164 4. 


SIR, 


1 1 hath pleaſed God to give us a fur* 
=] ther victoric againſt the Enemic. by a 
*& | {mall handfull of Sic William Braertons 
IB] Forces; On Saterday laſt, beingrhe 
GY 24, of Auguſt, 1644. there came a 
£99 am 1 rumpeter from the Encmie hither to 
RCLPU Naziwich, Sir William Bruerton being 
then here in che Town: which Trumpeter coming to our 
Courrt of 'guard, and there ir being demanded of him 
whither he went, and from whence he came: rold the Ot- 
ficer that he came from Prince Ruperts Forces , and had 
been Trumpeter ro him, and was come to {ubmit ro the 
Parliament; and had a buſinefle of conſequence to declare 
ro the Governor, and accordingly he was brought to Sir 
William Bruerton. 

And he declared unto Sir Williams Bruertes,that a party 
ofthe Weſtmerland forces were marched with Co'lg'cl 
Bayncs, Collonel Connicrs, Sir Marmaduke Langdale, the 
Princes Troep,and others,towards Chefter by Malpeſle, 
about 1090 men in all,to joyn with Prince P#perts torces 
there ; whereupon Sir William Braerton {cnt 0:t Scouts, 
and entertained this Trumpeter, and as you fhall under- 


ſtqad found this Relation true,

So Sir William Brugtton called a Councell of Warre 
to conſider upon this bufineſſe, and it was agreed, thar 
what horſe and foot could bedrawn forth, ſhould pres 
ſently be ſent rowards the Enemic, forthe moſt of the - 
horſe were at that preſent out uponanother defigne:and 
accordingly 8 Troops of Horſe, and 7 Colours of Foor 
Companies were drawn out on Sonday the 25 of Aug. 
at nighr,and the Horſe carried cach of thema Musketeir 
behind them, and marched towards Malpeſlc: and on 
Monday morning at break of day,when they came with 
in 2.miles-of Malpefle or thereabour, our foot alighted, 
and our Horſe drew themſelves into a-bodie,aud march- - 
cd in batalia before the Foot. 

Inthe mean time the Encmic having intelligence here- 
of, ſent out a forlorn- hope : but our Horſe wheeling a» 
bout, appeared nor on that fide ofthe Town whichrhey 
expected; who diſcovering them,endeavoured to get be-+ 
eweenthe town and them, which they did: and falling 
npon them, kitled,and took them all,and had their arms 
and pillage. 

Then our horſe gave them -an' Alarm in: the Town: 
whereupon theEnemic iſſted our, and marched againſt 
ours. Then Lieutenage Collonel 19nes,and Captain Zap- 
chyled on Sir William Rraertons own Troops upon the 
forlorn hope, who charged the Enemie gallantly, and 
with great courage drew-on the reſt,” The Enemic came 
upon them firſt with'2.or 3-Charges, andindeed fonghr 
furiouſly; &'Sir Williams horſe made good their ground 
indeſpight of the Enemie. In which Collonel Tones was 
ſo valiant, that he was ſhot in the thigb, and his horſe 
ſhot under him,and had1ikero have been taken, bur that 
George Parker ſervant to-Sir WilliamBruerton did valiant- 
Iyferch him off ; and Captain Zaxchy bad his horſc ſhot 
ander him: the Encmies lofſe we belceve was great. k

Then the Enemy ſent cut a party toambuskado the hedges, on 
both ſides the forlorne bope : which being diſcovered, Capraine 
Zanchy all rkis while making good a Lane, which hee held very 
advantageous,did hereupen leave the lane and made way for the 
reſt of our Forces to march up in a full bodyt 
Then the Enemy appeared in 5 ſeverall Brigade, who being cx- 
treamly-vext thatthey had bia ſo baffled wit ſuch a (mall party, 
their Command marched up agaialt us with a great deale of 
fiercenefle, but few of rhem returned backe againe 3 for we k*l- 
led, tooke, and rotally routed them,as you may ſee by this inclo- 
ſed lift which I hrve ſent you ot the particulars thereof, we have 
taken Priſoners Serje:ant Major Cromnell, who Command-:d as 
Maior the Duke of Tor&es Regiment of Horſe,and alſo Sericant 
Maior Maxte of Sir Charles Lucas his Regiment, we have alſo 
taken Scrieant Maior Crathorze of Col!onel Ferbars Regiment, 
and Captain Thomas Clatering brother to Coll : Clavering of 
the North, who is dead at Kendal, Captain Barker, Licuwenznt 
Mountsin, and other Officers beſides about 20 other Priſoners, 
and two of the Maiors, and Licutenant Meuntarn, arc wounded, 
Collonal Bazizes and Coll : (Conyers are both flaire,znd alſo Ser- 
jeant Major Hes#ey, and one of their-Licutenint Collonels, and 
ſome 40 Gentl2men and other under Officers, and betwecne 39 
or 40 common Souldiers 3 and we heare by one that is come 
from Cheſter, that cone Sericant Maior that was flajne 15 broughr 
to Cheſter to be buried, & that Sir Marmaduke Langaale is there 
wounded witha ſhot in the bzck very danzerouſly, and alfo tiar 
Captain Harr7 is brought thither-wounded, and divers others ; 
and we hearethat there are two other Serjant Majors of theus 
ſlatne,bur that I cannot affirme, we have taken many Armes that 
were ſ{cattered up and down by the Enemy , and guacd all the 
pillage in the field, tro God bethe praitc. 

Sir YVilliam Brereton had providad us more horſe if ne had 
had need which came up that very vight,but God be thanked we 
had no need of them, for God was pleaſed togive us this happy 

Victory before they came up to us. Prince

time I caanor omit to declare the valour not onely of 
Lieutenant Collonel 7o-es and Caprtatne Zenchy as be- 
fore, but alſo how Captaine Church, and Captain Finch, 
behaved themſelves very gallantly intkis Fight, and in- 


deed generally all our Foices to God be the praiſe who . 
ſo blefſed them, that with rhe ſaid 8-Troopes of Horſey. 
and 7 Companies ot Foot, did kill, rake, and rout 16007 


of the Enemics, aid rhey had a good mind to have fol- 
lowed them, but that it was too dangerous an atrempt 

with ſo few Horſe to ſtraggle fromourFoor,who in chis 
buſineſle did very good ſervice,in al l chis we bad bur one 
{laine,and the Enemy took not one Prfſorer of our men. 
We heare that Sir /ohn Meldrum ſtiullproves Vicori- 
ous in Lancaſhire, and hath againetaken 140 horſg and 
their riders; and that £iver-poole is now cloſely beſcid- 
ged , andthe Town being tummoned, the Lancoſbrre for- 
ces before it had a very great expeRation that it would 
be preſently ſurrendred, bur it fell our otherwiſe, for the 
Malignants of the Town,with theGovernour and Officers 
perſwaded rhe people to beleeve that there were 2.Ships 
with ſouldiers from 1re/andcomming thither,who would 
certainly be there in few days to ſtrengthen the Town,and 
ſo for preſent they ſtand our , but are cloſely beſeiged ; 
and it is hoped will be forced in fhort time to-yeeld. Sir 
William Brereton, our Generall his care in this and all 0- 
rher bu ſineſle is cxceedingg great, and with good difcreti- 
on and judgement. He is to to eall a Councell of Warre, 
and you will ſhortly heare furcher , if god be gr
